In a world that is anxiously seeking answers to life-and- 
death problems, many Americans this week will turn their 
thoughts to "American Education week." 


In New York, in Chicago, hi Dixon and in other Ameri- 


can cities, thinking people this week will be asking, "Are the 
American schools preparing our children to solve these im- 
portant problems—or at least to a better job with these prob- 
lems than their elders have done ?" 


It was back in 1914 when H. G. Wells wrote the words 
that preface this editorial. Each year since he penned those 
words, their truth has become more apparent. And since the 
appearance of the atom bomb Mr. Wells' statement looms 
as a capsule summation of the world's dilemma. 


"Human history becomes more and more a race between 


education and catastrophe," Wells said. 


What about Dixon's schools? Are they preparing our 


children to assume their share of this pressing problem. Are 
Dixon's schools preparing our children to live in the vastly 
more complicated world this problem has thrust upon us ? 


The readers of The Dixon Evening Telegraph will have 


a chance to answer these questions for themselves this week 
as they read a series of stories on the various Dixon schools 
by the local principals. 


Today, in the first of the series, Miss Mary Alice Bu- 


chanan, principal of South Central, gives a detailed account of 
the active life led by a typical pupil during a typical week at 
South Central. Other principals will write of more specialized 
aspects of their school programs. 


Those who read Miss Buchanan's report today will agree 
that her school is doing a good job. 


However, after reading an introductory note which Miss 


Buchanan sent with her story, we are slightly disturbed. Here 
is what Miss Buchanan said: 


"On several occasions I have talked to people in this 


community who did not seem to know just what the boys 
and girls did while in school. Therefore, I thought of using 
this opportunity as a means of letting people know just how 
crowded the school program is." 


We are disturbed by these remarks because the strength 


of any school system is largely based on the interest shown 
hi it by parents and taxpayers.

This means the patient 
should be given large quantities ot 
water Add a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing soda to a glass if you have it 
but any sort of water can be used, 
soapy water or even dishwater. In- 
duce vomiting. Tickling the back 
of the throat may help. After the 
stomach is emptied, a tablespoon- 
ful of epsom salts In water may 
be given 


There are exceptions to this rule. 


In the case of acid or alkali poison- 
rag, do not indues vomiting. For 
•cid poisoning, administer mag- 
nesia or baking soda followed by 
olive oil or egg whit*. For alkali 
poisoning, give lemon juice or vine- 
gar followed by milk. For strych- 
nine, keep the victim quiet and 
comfortable. » • •

For alcoholic and sedative 


poisoning, diluting fluid may be 
given, vomiting induced, and coffee 
administered—if the patient is con- 
scious.

H *khi comes in cmtact with poison ivy. poison svmac or poison oak, 
trash area with thick lather of soap five or six time* as sson as possible 


toward the body if the victim has 
collapsed. A certain amount of 
external heat may be applied. Give 
artificial respiration If breathing 
stops. Never try to administer 
liquids to an unconscious person 
Keep sedative patients awake. In 
all cases keep the victim warm. 


In all kinds of poisoning, control 


shock and use artificial respiration 
if breathing has stopped. This is 
about all a first aider can do if a 
victim has suffered gas poisoning 
in an atomic attack 


Food poisoning, mistakenly 


called "ptomaine poisoning," may 
be largely prevented by proper 
preparation of food and cleanliness 
m handling and serving food and 
protection against flies and insects 


There are certain mushrooms 


and berries which may cause 
trouble and it is hard to tell which 
are poisonous. The safe thing is to 
use only those grown for food and 
regularly obtainable in the mar- 
kets. In food poisoning it probably 
is unnecessary to induce vomiting 
because the bad food has usually 
left the stomach before diarrhea or 
other symptoms have appeared 
Call a doctor 


The Red Cross warns that symp 


toms of acute appendicitis are fre 
quently mistaken for food poison- 
ing. A cathartic should never be 
administered to anyone suspected 
of having simple food poisoning 
unless a doctor has excluded the 
possibility of appendicitis.

John Guild, and another officer, 
Lt 
Henry Alfred 
Commiskey, 


fought side by side during a battle 
for hill 85 near Inchon in Korea. 
Comiskey survived and was award- 
ed the Medal of Honor — the na- 
tion's highest 
military 
award. 


Guild died Sept. 20, 1950, and a 
Navy Cross was posthumously 
Carded. 


^ Guild, in releasing his letter to 
reporters late Saturday, empha- 
sized that he is not challenging Lt 
Commiskey's right to the medal. 


The letter said, in part: 
:-"In the now famous capture of 


hill 85 near Inchon, two young 
marines led their attacking pla- 
toons through a barage of fire . . . 
on* boy killed seven of the enemy 
and remained unscathed. The other 


* well out in front of his men, 


lied two of the enemy and was 


fatally wounded.

Voters Must Needle Congress 


i To Action on Hoover Reforms 


The»Hoover Commission's recommendations on govern- 


ment redrgamzation and economy were among the boldest 
and most hopeful proposals ever offered for the betterment 
of our federal system. 


In the beginning, both the president and congress seemed 


to realize this, and they moved energetically and with some 
courage t» put these recommendations in force. By the 
time the ctlst congress was well into its second year, half 
the program had been adopted, and savings of consequence 
were foreseten. 


At this juncture, however, the streamlining drive gradu- 


ally bogged down. Mr. Truman sent up to Capitol Hill cer- 
tain proposals which were modified with apparent political 
intent The lawmakers balked at these, and then stubbornly 
refused to approve other important features of the commis- 
sion's plan. 
The 82nd congress, which convened this January, al- 


lowed the unfinished portion of the program to languish in 
the backwaters. Nothing was done. 


Thus we stand, with perhaps the most vital half of the 


Hoover proposals still awaiting action nearly three years 
after their original presentation. 


If we can believe the cheerful supporters of tin pro 


n-am, additional savings rising ultimately to from $3 billion 
to $5 billion could be realized by carrying it through. Which- 
ever measure you take, it means greater value from the tax- 
payer's dollar, perhaps some day a smaller tax burden. 


This is no dull academic matter of interest only to stu- 


dents of efficient government. It concerns every American 
who is worried over the course of federal spending. With de- 
fense, foreign aid, pensions and debt requiring huge outlays 
that simply cannot be escaped, there is almost no hope tor 
real savings, except through a wholesale modernization ol 
our creaky, jerry-built government structure. 


Each sound advance made should contribute to a result 


that one day will mean more money in your pocket. You 
therefore have a right to expect action, both from the presi- 
dent and from congress. This is the perfect opportunity for 
the lawmakers to demonstrate their oft-expressed affection 
for economy. 


If they do not act affirmatively, you may be sure they 


are yielding to pressures from those who have a vested inter- 
est in fat government—in waste, duplication of effort, over- 
expansion and mismanagement. 


A governing body which feels itself powerless to control 


or reduce its expanding girth is a danger to its country and 
to the democratic system it seeks to make effective. 


The voters of America will mark carefully liow their rep- 


resentatives meet this problem in 1952. The testing time 
is nearly at hand for the men who shout so much and do so 
little for economy. 


The gypsy moth, a tree pest that has caused great dam- 


age in the northeastern states, is facing elimination with the 
spraying of DDT on forests and street trees by airplane. 


Nearly 3,000 farms in the United States now are certified 


as tree farms, with their principal crop being lumber and 
other wood products.

"I can understand watching the 


discards of the player at your 
left," writes a Minneapolis fan, 
"but I don't see the big advant- 
age of watching your partner's 
discards. I find it very difficult to 
remember even one player's dis- 
cards, and I dread the thought of 
doubling the job. Is it really 
necessary?" 


Unfortunately, it is. I should 


begin by saying that everybody 
has-trouble remembering discards 
when he starts to play Canasta. 
After you've played it for a while, 
your memory seems to become 
better. 
There's a good reason for this, 


too. A beginner has the job of re- 
membering a group of meaningless 
cards. To the experienced player, 
each card has a meaning; and it 
ia therefore much easier to re- 
member them. You might compare 
it with memorizing a speech in a 
language that you don't under- 
stand. That's a hard job, but it 
becomes much easier when you 
begin to understand the language 


Getting back to Canasta, let's 


see why it's important to remem- 
ber your partner's discards. The 
most important time to remembei 
them is when you want to meld out 


in a hurry. This is particularly 
rue when you must decide where 
o place a wild card. 


For example, suppose you hold 


—after drawing—three aces, two 
cings, two queens, two deuces, 
and three miscellaneous cards. 
Your opponents have already mel- 
ded aces and have picked up the 
discard pile a few times. Your side 
las melded nothing, and you need 
120 points for the first meld. 


At this point you decide to meld, 


correctly enough. Y°u must put 
down the three aces, of course, and 
you may put down both deuces 
with a pair of kings or with a 
pair of queens. It would be possible 
to put one deuce with a pair of 
queens, but .this might leave you 
a long way from melding out. 
Your best chance is to guess which 
pair of pictures your partner is in 
position to add to. 


That's exactly why you must 


remember your partner's previous 
discards. If your partner has pre- 
viously discarded kings, he may 
be saving queens, but cannot be 
saving kings, if your partner has 
discarded both kings and queens, 
this is probably a poor time to 
make your initial meld. Wait until 
you can put your deuces with a 
pair that your partner is likely to 
have in his hand.

>«tient is responsible for seeing 
hat he or she takes exactly the 
-ight dose at exactly the right 
time. 


Both diet and dose of insulin 


vary from person to person de- 
pending upon the severity of the 
diabetes. It is impossible for pa- 
tients to calculate these needs for 
themselves, and if they try to 
treat their own disease, they are 
tuning grave risks. 


Just about the only exception 


to this rule is that properly in- 
structed patients can often learn 
to test their own urine to make 
sure that the disease is remaining 
under control between visits to 
the doctor.

points. It was even closer in their 
only meeting this year, with the 
Browns winning 14 to 13 when the 
Giants missed an extra point. 


Cleveland Holds Lead 


Cleveland (6-1-0) held tight to 


its slim lead yesterday by nipping 
the Philadelphia Eagles 20 to 17, 
with a second half rally, while the 
Giants 
(5-1-1) were thumping 


Sammy Baugh and the Washing- 
ton Redskins 28 to 14. 


Meantime the Los Angeles Rams 


pulled into a tie for first place in 
the National conference by smash- 
ing the hapless Chicago Cardinals, 
45 to 21. The Rams (5-2-0) now 
are all even with the Chicago 
Bears (5-2-0), who lost their first 
game in six years to the Detroit 
Lions, 41 to 28. 


In other games, San Francisco 


•cored in the last minute to turn 
back the winless New York Yanks, 
19 to 14, and Pittsburgh played 
heads-up ball to defeat Green Bay 
28 to 7 in a battle of also-rans. 


Eagles Ahead at Half time 


At Cleveland, the Eagles, realiz- 


ing a defeat would all but end 
their pennant hopes, took a 10-0 
lead at halftime, completely out- 
play-ing the Brown*, This made 
most of the 36,571 fans uneasy, as 
the Scoreboard showed the Giants 
were trimming the Browns. 


After the intermission however, 


the Browns—who had a net of 
nine yards in lost rushing in the 
first b*U~-domiaaUd play. With 


Otto Graham tossing two touch- 
down passes and Lou Groza kick- 
ing two field goals the Browns 
scored 10 points each in the third 
and fourth periods for their sixth 
straight win. 


The Giants, playing before their 


smallest crowd of the season, 21,- 
242, used their rugged defense to 
down the Redskins. The New York 
defenders recovered three Wash- 
ington fumbles and intercepted 
six of Baugh's passes. 


Rams Hot Second Half 


The Cardinals, looking for their 


third victory, held the high-scoring 
Rams to a 7-7 tie at halftime in 
Los Angeles. 
But—boom!—the 


Rams blew the game wide open in 
the third quarter by scoring four 
touchdowns, and adding 10 more 
points in the final period for good 
measure. A crowd of 29,995 saw 
Elroy Hirsch and Dick Hoerner 
each register two touchdowns for 
the Rams. Bob Waterfield of the 
winners was the biggest point- 
maker, though, scoring one touch- 
down, kicking six extra points and 
a field goal. He also passed for 
another six-pointer.

This stand against a revolt was

Rayburn, a staunch Demo- 
crat, is reported ready to call for 
party loyalty from all Southern 
Democrats regardless of who the 
nominee might be. 


The civil rights issue, the main 


reason some Southerners bolted 
the party three years ago, was 
raised first by Gov. Fielding 
Wright of Mississippi. He was the 
States Righters candidate for vice 
president in 1948. 


Speaking as conference chair- 


man, Wright declared that states 
rights "is a phrase embracing a 
philosophy of government in which 
we here in the South believe and 
take pride in defending.'-' 


Demands Segregation 


He said: "Regardles of what 


others say, we in Mississippi are 
determined that the segregated 
educational system shall be main- 
tained." 


And then Harry Ashmore, execu- 


tive editor of the Little Rock Ar- 
kansas Gazette, told the gover- 
nors: 


"The 
high cost of segregation 


has held back the overall develop- 
ment of our educational institu- 
tions. 


Ashmore added: "The practical 


problem before the South, then, is 
to 
preserve social segregation 


while at the same time meeting 
the conditions which demand that 
full civil liberties and full equality 
of opportunity be extended to. all 
citizens without discrimination."

of cardboard', and bits of lumber, 
police found: One expensive graph- 
ic camera, one long range lens, 33 
other pieces of* photographic equip- 
ment includingr filters, and a mag- 
nifying glass. 


In talking with newsmen, May- 


nard, 42, patiently explained it all. 


In the first place, Jie lived in the 


shack because "rents Are too 
high." Secondly, h« is a camera 
fan and naturally upends all the
